Sec. 22-9. Power to make grants from the |Illinois
Mlitary Famly Relief Fund. Subject--to--appropriation; The
Department of Mlitary Affairs shall have the power to nake
grants fromthe Illinois Mlitary Famly Relief Fund, a
special fund created in the State treasury, to famlies of
persons who are nenbers of the Illinois National Guard or
Illinois residents who are nenbers of the reserves of the
armed forces of the United States and who have been called to
active duty as a result of the Septenber 11, 2001 terrorist
attacks. The Departnent of Mlitary Affairs shall establish
eligibility criteria for the grants by rule.

In addition to anobunts transferred into the Fund under

Section 510 of the Illinois Incone Tax Act, the State

Treasurer shall accept and deposit into the Fund all qgifts,

grants, transfers, appropriations, and other anpunts from any

legal source, public or private, that are designated for
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deposit into the Fund.

This Section constitutes an irrevocable and continuing

appropriation of all anmpunts transferred under Section 8h of

the State Finance Act and all anounts derived fromgqgifts and

grants, including, wthout Ilimtation, anounts from al

private sources, in the Fund to the Departnent of Mlitary

Affairs for the purpose of naking grants under this Section.

Al other anpbunts in the Fund are subject to appropriation by

the General Assenbly.
